Throughout  our  years  in  English  High  our 
attention  has  been  continually  directed  to  the 
fine  tradition  and  record  of  achievements  set 
down  by  so  many  of  our  predecessors.  Yet 
how  many  of  us  have  taken  the  time  or  had 
the  interest  to  search  further  into  the  underlying 
stories  which  tell  of  the  direct  causes  and  re- 
sults of  these  achievements?  What  is  a 
track  man  seeking  when  he  gives  his  last  surge 
of  energy  to  break  the  tape  ahead  of  his  com- 
petitors? Is  it  personal  glory,  or  is  it  a  feeling 
in  some  way  connected  with  the  upholding  of 
school  tradition? 

Adorning  the  shelves  of  our  school  office 
are  many  trophies  presented  to  winning  track 
and  basketball  teams  of  English  High.  It  i.^ 
from  the  stories  behind  these  trophies  that  we 
learn  the  true  reasons  for  English  High's  tradit- 
ional greatness.  Determination,  self-control, 
victory  .  .  .  defeat  .  .  .  are  all  spelled  out  in  the 
countless  narratives  that  can  be  told  by  the 
coaches  about  their  respective  sports.  In  all 
these  narratives,  however,  there  is  one  ever- 
present  feature  that  is  graphically  expressed — 
the  ideal  set  up  by  coaches  of  English  High — 
that  never  has,  nor,  shall  an  English  High  boy 
quit!  It  takes  more  than  plain  courage  to 
stick  to  something  that  seems  hopelessly  lost, 
but  no  athlete  from  English  has  ever  discredited 
his  school  by  accepting  defeat  discourteously. 

The  Belmont  relays  of  1949  are  an  excel- 
lent example  of  the  competitive  spirit  of  English 
High  boys.  In  order  to  cop  the  Relay  title,  our 
relay  team,  in  the  final  event  of  the  day,  had 
to  break  a  record  set  only  five  minutes  pre- 


vious to  their  race.  The  teamwork  and  spirit 
accentuated  by  Mr.  Ronan  throughout  the  year 
sparked  this  relay  team  to  the  fastest  time 
they  had  ever  posted. 

Never  before  this  year  has  an  English 
High  School  basketball  team  been  invited  to 
the  Tech  Tourney.  Many  sports  writers 
figured  the  invitation  necessary  only  because 
English  had  won  the  Boston  Conference  title. 
Mr.  Sullivan  and  his  team  had  other  ideas, 
however,  and  proceeded  on  the  court  to  give 
Attleboro  its  toughest  game  in  the  Tourney. 
The  competitive  spirit  and  teamwork  of  English 
High  rose  to  its  highest  peak  during  the  com- 
petition— despite  our  loss. 

The  foundation  of  knowledge  and  fair  play 
that  we  have  gained  at  English  will  be  a  defi- 
nite asset  after  our  graduation.  The  responsi- 
bility of  restoring  peace  in  a  world  of  belligerent 
nations  is  ours,  and  we  can  only  be  successful 
if  we  persevere  in  our  responsibility.  A  greater 
part  of  the  inspiration  for  this  task  will  have 
come  from  the  corridors  and  schoolrooms 
through  which  we  have  passed.  The  trophies 
and  plaques  presented  to  our  teams  must 
serve  not  as  decorations,  but  as  factual  ex- 
amples— a  precedent  for  us  and  the  students  of 
the  future.  To  appreciate  them  and  to  want 
to  learn  about  them  is  something  to  be  proud 
of.  If  we  can  learn  to  appreciate  the  spirit  in 
which  English  High  won  these  trophies,  then 
the  mid-twentieth-century-class  will  set  its  best 
foot  forward  toward  establishing  a  new  world.

We  couldn't  be  blamed  for  trampling  the  freshmen,  sophmores,  and 
juniors  on  our  return  in  September;  after  all,  when  one  is  an  English  High 
School  senior,  one  must  keep  his  head  elevated.  Not  that  anyone  was  look- 
ing ahead  to  June,  but  as  soon  as  we  got  in  the  door,  Ben  Susan  took  out  a 
gigantic  roll  of  paper  and  crossed  off  the  first  ten  seconds. 

Soon  after,  our  emblems  of  supremacy  were  distributed.  Yes,  we  had 
to  pay  the  balance  on  our  class  rings.  Most  of  the  rings  fitted  nicely,  but 
it  took  Herby  Glanz  two  weeks  to  get  his  on.  We  kept  telling  him  it  didn't 
belong  on  his  wrist,  but  he  was  sure  it  was  big  enough  to  be  a  bracelet.  At 
this  time  Al  D'Amico's  hand  began  to  get  so  worn  down  that  Frank  Del 
Vecchio  had  to  do  the  hand  shaking  while  D'Amico  held  the  gun.

BASKETBALL 
Boston  Conference  Champions 


For  the  first  time  in  history  an  English  High  School  basketball  team  was 
granted  the  privilege  of  appearing  in  the  Tech-Tournament.  This  tourna- 
ment, which  is  held  in  Boston  Garden,  annually  gives  preference  to  only  the 
best  teams  in  Massachusetts. 

The  Blue  and  Blue  won  the  In-Town  Championship  in  the  Boston  Confer- 
ence with  a  record  of  eleven  victories  and  three  defeats.  Pitted  against  East 
Boston  for  the  undisputed  championship  of  the  conference,  the  Double  Blue 
avenged  its  defeat  of  the  previous  year  by  trouncing  the  District  League 
Champs  to  the  tune  of  62-37.  Because  of  its  championship  English  was 
matched  against  Attleboro  High  School  in  the  Tech-Tourney.  The  jewelers  — 
a  high  flying  outfit — were  installed  as  eighteen  point  favorites.  English  almost 
performed  an  upset,  but  time  ran  out  as  we  were  in  the  midst  of  a  surge. 
The  game  ended  in  a  56-50  victory  for  Attleboro. 

Captain  Chick  Ciccolo  was  a  constant  inspiration  to  his  teammates  when 
he  was  on  the  floor.  Eddie  Ayers  repeatedly  gave  English  a  scoring  punch, 
and  Frank  O'Loughlin  displayed  fine  defensive  work  throughout  the  season. 
Ted  Carctngelo's  fine  ball  handling  and  rebound  work  was  an  asset  to  the 
team.  Mike  Fucillo,  ace  forward,  who  missed  the  last  three  games  because 
of  an  injury,  promises  to  give  his  all  to  the  team  next  year.  Ivan  Ashley 
will  long  be  remembered  for  his  sterling  defensive  play  and  his  ability  to 
step  into  any  performance  and  do  creditably.  Ted  Carongelo  was  voted 
onto  the  Class  A  AU-Star  team,  and  he  was  also  voted  captain-elect  for  the 
1950-1951  season.

New  England  Campionship  At  Bowdoln  Me. 

English  tied  for  First  with  Lasalle  Academy  of  Providence. 


The  Blue  and  Blue  tracksters,  led  by  Captain  Pat  Lochiatto,  compiled  an 
amazing  indoor  track  record  this  season.  The  Double  Blue  did  not  lose  one 
of  the  ten  indoor  meets  participated  in,  including  the  Reggies,  the  Northeastern 
and  the  State  Meet. 

The  outdoor  tracksters  did  lose  a  quadrangular  meet  to  Newton,  but 
offset  that  by  smashing  victories  in  the  outdoor  Regimentals,  the  relays  at 
the  University  of  Massachusetts,  the  outdoor  State  Meet,  and  the  New  England 
Meet  in  Maine.  This  year's  team  was  strong  in  all  classes  and  events.  It 
had  the  quality  to  win  the  big  meets,  and  it  had  the  quantity  to  swap  all 
challengers  in  the  quad  meets.  In  the  past,  two  of  Coach  Ronan's  track 
teams  won  indoor  state  championships;  and  the  other  teams  always  finished 
very  close  to  the  winner.  But  this  was  the  first  time  that  the  Blue  and  Blue., 
under  Mr.  Ronan,  won  an  outdoor  State  Championship. 

This  year's  championship  team  was  not  without  its  stars.  In  Mass- 
achusetts competition  this  year,  Pat  Lochiatto  lost  only  one  race,  and  that  by 
only  a  fraction  of  an  inch.  Pasquale  won  the  state  championship  in  the 
indoor  high  hurdles  and  high  jump,  and  outdoor  broad  jump;  and  he  was 
also  chosen  to  compete  in  the  Nationals  in  New  York,  where  he  finished 
fourth  in  the  hurdles  and  second  in  the  high  jump.  Gerald  O'Lectry,  captain- 
elect  for  1951,  became  the  state  440  champ  and  was  a  member  of  the  champion- 
ship relay  team.  Edward  Griffith  and  Bob  Sargent  also  became  state  champs 
in  sprint  and  shot-put,  respectively.  Paul  Thomas,  Al  Howe,  Ed  Griffin, 
George  King,  and  William  Antoine  were  some  of  the  other  boys  who  helped 
to  make  English  the  tops  in  track  circles.

English  High,  led  by  Captain  Ed  Griffin,  romped  to  victory  in  the  season's 
opening  Cross-Country  track  meet.  The  Blue  and  Blue,  with  a  total  of  30 
points,  edged  Technical  with  36  and  Latin  with  55.  The  tables  were  turned 
the  following  week  in  the  City  Meet  as  Commerce  came  out  on  top  with  54 
points.  Trade  second  with  55,  and  English  third  with  60.  Tech,  Memorial, 
Dorchester,  and  Latin  followed.  History  repeated  itself  in  the  Regimentals 
with  Commerce  and  Trade  again  first  and  second,  and  English  third.  The 
State  Meet  proved  to  be  much  the  same,  as  English  finished  ninth  among 
all  competing  schools  in  the  state  and  third  from  the  Boston  schools.  Ed 
Griffin  finished  the  meet  among  the  top  6.  This  entitled  him  to  compete  in 
the  New  England  Meet  at  Middleton,  Conn.,  November  10th,  where  he  again 
finished  high  in  individual  scoring  and  was  presented  a  medal  for  his  achieve- 
ment.
